1949.

The Dodge Corporation esti­ 
mates total construction will drop 
by 19 per cent In 1951 with resi­ 
dential down around 36 per cent.

W. H. Upson, Jr., president of 
the Upson Company of Lockport, 
M. Y., said he would not be sur­ 
prised to see the decline go be­ 
yond 35 per cent and force em­ 
phasis on low-priced homes.

According to Myron T. Mat­ 
thews, vice-president of the Dow 
Service, the construction picture 
is not as gloomy as many predict.

Matthews cited figures antici­ 
pating a decline in all building 
from $27,500,000,000 in 1950 to 
$23,000.000,000 in 1951. Of this, 
he aaid, residential would fall to 
' r'0,000,000 from $12,000,000,- 

going to somewhere around 
$7,000,000,000 by t early 1952.

Fertilizer Oomph 
Good Cow Food

Perhaps we will one day *e« 
quite a widespread u*e of the 
product ufea as a cattle feed. 
Many ranchers and feeder* have 
not got around to trying it.

It i* a very unusual product. 
It is a synthetic compound and 
about half nitrogen. It i* used 
a* a protein supplement but doe* 
not supply any energy to the ra­ 
tion, so must be mixed with en­ 
ergy feeds.

Urea work* by fertilizing the 
organisms of the rumen which 
form protein which in turn i* 
digested in true   t o m ac h *. 
Strangely enough the nitrogen 
in urea is equal to 2.62 per cent 
protein or in other words, one 
pound of urea is equal to 2.62 
pounds of protein. The Univer­ 
sity points out that at $110 per 
ton, 16 pound* of urea would 
cost only M cent*. *

Only about one-third of the 
protein requirement* should be 
made up of urea. The warning 
1* given to mix the urea uni­ 
formly with the feed and do not 
 prinkle it over hay to mix it 
with soybean -meal unless the 
soybean meal is one of the heat- 
treated product*.

Zinc Oxide 
Fly Control 
Debunked

Contrary to current reports, 
the addition of zinc oxide in 
chicken feed does not control 
housefly breeding in manure, ac­ 
cording to C. R. Orau, assistant 
professor of poultry husbandry, 
and D. P. Furman, assistant pro­ 
fessor of parasltology, University 
of California College of Agricul­ 
ture.

In response to inquiries from 
poultrymen, Grau and Furman 
started a research project to de­ 
termine the effectiveness of using 
zinc oxide as a fly control agent.

Several groups of chickens at 
the University poultry laboratory 
were fed diets containing differ­ 
ent levels of zinc oxide. The high­ 
est level fed was ten times great­ 
er than that reported to give 
good results. Another group was 
fed a diet containing no zinc 
oxide.

Droppings were collected and 
sent to thf. entomology labora­ 
tory for fly-breeding tents.

Under direction of H. T. Gor­ 
don, assistant insect lexicologist, 
housefly eggs were added to 
each of the samples, and hatch­ 
ing, pupation, and emergence to 
maturity were observed.
